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REPORT STATE TAX COMMISSION 1914 





Concord, N. H., !‘ebruary 8, 1915. 
To the Selectmen :— 

We suggest that you cause the following extract 
from the report of the Tax Commission tor 1914 to be 
printed in your town report this spring. it may tend to 
economy in town appropriations.

INCREASE IN PUBLIC EXPENDITURES 

No power has constituted the members of the tax 
commission guardians of the public in respect to ex- 
penditures for the support of government, and they have 
no disposition to assume that role. Nevertheless, 
‘economy being a most essential virtue in all states,’’ 
and it being ‘‘the duty of legislators and magistrates 
* * * to countenance and inculcate the principles of * * * 
economy,’’ all as set forth in the constitution of this 
state, the commissioners believe themselves to be amply 
justified in urging, as they have so often urged before, 
the importance of this subject upon the voters of the 
‘state. The public revenue, state and municipal, is the 
voters’ business and they are responsible, directly or in- 
directly, for every extravagance affecting it Hoe the in- 
ception to the termination of the fund. 

Every compulsory contribution levied by public 
authority upon people or property is in the broad sense 
of the term a tax, nor is it made less obnoxious or bur- 
densome if called a fee or a fine. In the figures that fol- 
low therefore, all fees, fines, and other exactions, if any, 
are included with the taxes upon polls and estates. To 
illustrate the comparative importance of the two classes, 
it may be said that the taxes upon polls and estate repre 
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sent about 95 per cent. and all other income about 5 per 
cent. of the total revenue of the state, and of the coun 
ties, cities, towns, districts and precincts therein. 
Taxes as defined above have increased by leaps and 
bounds in recent years. In 1903 the sum of all the taxes 
assessed by and within the state of New Hampshire was 
$5 373,420.22 ; in 1913 it was $8,765,039.07, an increase of 
$3,391,618.85, or 68 per cent., in ten years. But these 
figures do not adequately represent the velocity the up- 
ward movement has now attained. To show that it is 
necessary to divide the ten-year period: The levy in 
1908 was $924,388.79, or 17 per cent. greater than in 
1903, while that in 1913 was $2,467,230.06, or 39 per cent. 
greater than in 1908. By so much did the advance in 
the last half of said period exceed that in the first half. 
These figures will be the more alarming if it is remem- 
bered that while taxes already sufficiently heavy were 
advancing 63 per cent., the population of the ‘state in- 
ereased only about 4% per cent., and while the one was 
advancing 39 per cent., the other increased enly about 
214 per cent. Les 
It is instructive to study the subject from another 
angle. In the ten years from 1904 to 1914, both in- 
elusive, the annual increase in all taxes defined and 
limited as above was as follows :— |

$336,561,85. .The upward trend is more plainly shown, 
however, by dividing, as before, the ten-year period in 
the middle and considering the halves separately. For 
the first five years the average annual increase was $184,- 
877.76; for the last five years it was $493,446.01. It is 
surely pertinent to consider how long the little state of 
New Hampshire, almost stationary in wealth, can sustain 
a tax already burdensome and increasing at the rate of 
practically half a million dollars a year without crippling 
hér industries and impoverishing her people. Plainly it 
is'a condition not calculated to attract capital from with- 
out the state or to encourage business within the same. 

From the per capita standpoint the situation is not 
less disturbing. In 1903 there were assessed $12.88 in 
taxes for each man, woman and child in the state. Five 
years later there were assessed $14.75 for each individual, 
and in five years more $20.09. If in 1913 taxes had been 
equally. distributed among all the people it would have 
meant. a burden of $100: for each family of five members. 
Though in reality there was little such equality in the as- 
sessment there was much in the payment. The fact is that 
those who occupy, use or consume property, no matter 
who owns it, are those who in the last analysis pay most, 
Af not all, of the taxes thereon. If the wage earner or 
the man of limited means understood he was in reality 
paying something like $100 a year in state and muni- 
eipal and half as much more in federal taxes for .the 
government of himself, his wife and three children his 
infiuence and his vote would more frequently make for 
economy in appropriations and expenditures than here- 
-tofore.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Plaistow :— 


I have the honor to present my first report as Super- 
intendent of Schools. I was given a handicap by not be 
ing placed in charge until nearly time to open in Septem- 
ber. Some time was necessary to acquaint myself with 
the work and the needs of the schools and community. 
Progress has not been rapid but each step has been eare- 
fully considered. 

I find your schools well graded with individual ex- 
ceptions, some pupils having been pushed ahead to their 
hurt while others had been held back. The classification 
at the Pollard school is unfortunate, since 44 pupils are 
enrolled in one room in three grades, while only 16 are 
seated in the room containing the upper two grades. If 
present plans are adhered to the pupils of the 9th grade 
will be certified for entrance to Haverhill high school, or 
to any school willing to accept the certificate of the su- 
perintendent, provided that their work for the year is 
satisfactory and they pass examinations set by the 
superintendent and based on that work. The 8th grade 
pupils will be given examinations based on the State 
Program of Studies, the same examinations that are used 
in the 8th grade.in the other districts of this supervisory 
union. Pupils satisfactory in their daily work and in 
these examinations will be certified to enter any school 
willing to accept the superintendent’s certificates and 
will be given permission to take examinations which may 
be given at Haverhill for entrance to the high school 
there. All pupils will be sharply graded at the elose of 
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the year and only those promoted who measure up to a 
xeasonable standard. 

We have adopted and are following with minor 
‘variations the State Program of Studies. 

I found sanitary conditions at both the Westville 
and Pollard schools unsatisfactory, but due to hearty co- 
‘operation on the part of Dr. Landman, who has served 
‘you faithfully as a Medical Inspector, conditions have 
been improved. A sanitary drinking fountain has been 
installed by the doctor at the Pollard school, a sanitary 
tank furnished at the Westville school and a closed cup- 
board supplied for the individual drinking cups. At least 
one more bubbler ought to be installed at the Pollard 
school; two would be better, one in each basement. 

: Complaint was made regarding the drinking water at 

the Pollard school and the same was sent to the State 
Board of Health for analysis. I have not seen the report 
but am assured that the water is considered safe for 
drinking. 

The most imperative need at Westville, and the need 
is imperative, is a new outbuilding connected with the 
main building. The teacher in this school has 45 pupils 
in the first four grades. Comparative tests have shown 
that she is ‘doing excellent work under adverse conditions. 
If the village of Westville continues to grow the school 
building will be outgrown. When that occasion arises 2 
two-room building should be built to accommodate ail 
grades and thus relieve the Pollard school. The spirit in 
this school and community is excellent. On my first visit 
to the school I made rem¢ rks about the untidy condition 
of the yard and the unsatisfactory condition of the grad- 
ing at the steps. On my. next visit I found that Leonard 
Fountain, George Tremblay and Theodore LaFountaine, 
with their little carts and wheelbarrows had worked halt. 
a Saturday in grading the steps. The next week the 
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same boys picked up the shingles in the yard and stored 
them for kindling. Such a spirit should not pass un- 


noticed and a school and teacher who are willing to help 
themselves should in turn be well supported by the alse 
trict. 

Little effort seems to be made to encourage play- 
ground activities. Play has an important part in educa- 
tion, impressions gained on the playground often out- 
last those obtained from within the walls of the school. 
We wish that playground apparatus could be installed 
upon the ample grounds of the Pollard school. It would 
tend to improve the spirit of the school, especially at 
recess time. It would also help to keep the boys off from 
the streets at other times. We solicit aid or apparatus 
from interested citizens or friends of the school. 

Your attention is called to the statistical tables at 
the close of this report. These statistics cover the year 
ending July 15 1914. A few pertinent figures are given 
for the fall term of this year. There’ were 147 pupils 
registered at the Pollard school, 48 under Miss Donnas 
Hills in the first two grades; 39 in the 3rd and ‘4th grades 
under Miss Annie L. Thompson, a graduate of Ports- 
mouth Training school and holder of a state certificate. 
Miss Margaret Hansberry, a graduate of Lowell Normal 
school has the hardest teaching proposition in my dis- 
trict, having had 50 different pupils registered in the 5th, 
6th and 7th grades, and several of these pupils either 
mentally defective or backward. There were 15 pupils 
registered in the 8th and 9th grades under Miss Myrtie 
H. Chapman, whose normal school was Salem. The aver- 
age attendance at the Pollard school was 181; average 
absence 5.4 and average membership 136. The percent 
of attendance was very satisfactory, 96. The number of 
tardy marks was 58. Visits of superintendent, 13 to. 
each room, or 52. Pupils perfect in attendance, 37. At 
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Westville, average attendance was 43; average absence, 
1.2; average membership, 44 and per cent of attendance, 
97. There were 52 tardy marks registered, and seven 
pupils were perfect in attendance. The visits of the super- 
intendent were 10; 126 parental visits were made in all 
schools, this showing an interest on the part of the par- 
ents. This parental interest should increase and a spirit 
of constructive criticism prevail. Remember that the 
teachers are human, their pupils human and treated as 
such. We are dealing with humanity never perfect; 
therefore our results will never be perfect. We are ail 
doing our best. Your teachers are deserving of your 
support; they are conscientious. 

I urge the formation of Parent-Teacher organizations 
to bring schools and parents nearer together. I urge all 
mothers to affiliate with such an organization. You can 
do more to promote good schools than can legislators. 

In conelusion I wish to thank the School Board for 
their loyal support and to assure citizens that the kindly 
words received from time to time have not been unappre- 
elated. |
